THE OAKLAND TRAGEDY. 


Schroder Held to Answer 
Without Bail. 


JUDGE YULE’S DECISION. 


Notice of Application to the Supreme 
Court for Habeas Corpus. 


[8P1CIAL TO THE REOOfUD-UKlOM.] 


O a k la n d , 
August 3d. — This 
morning 
Judge Yule rendered his decision in the Po­ 
lice Court in the case of Edward F. Schro­ 
der, charged with the murder of Dr. Albert 
Lefevre, iu which he held the prisoner to 
answer without bail 
W. W . Foote, of coun­ 
sel for Schroder, gave notice of an applica­ 
tion to the Supreme Court for a writ of ha­ 
beas corpus. 
FULL TE$T OF THE DECISION. 
The full text of the decision is as follows : 
The defendant, Edward F. Schroder, is charged 
with the crime of murder. By the Penal Code of 
our Sta*e murder is defined to be the unlawful 
killing of a human being with malice aforethought. 
Anxious to protect every legal right of the defend­ 
ant on one hand, and to enforce the law of the laud 
on the other, I have listened with the closest atten­ 
tion to every word that has been offered in evidence 
in this caso. Since the cause was submitted to me 
on Saturday night, I have again examined the en­ 
tire caae with that care and deliberation which it* 
importance to society and the defendant demand*. 
The conclusions reached are the result* of my efforts 
to render impartial justice. 
The question of the 
guilt or innocence of the defendant, a* presented to 
my mind, reeolves itaelf into : First—Did the de- 
feudaot fire the shot that killed Dr. Alfred Lefevre? 
Second—Was the killing of Dr. Lefevre done in *e.f- 
defense? Third—Was the defendant in that eatie 
condition of mind at the time the fatal shot was 
fired that the law will hold him responsible for hi* 
act? 
NO DOUBT CONCERNING THE CAUSE OF LE- 
FEVRErS DEATH. 
Upon the first two questions there can be no doubt 
the deceased (Lefevre) died from a wound caused by 
a pistol shot in the hands of defendant; the de­ 
ceased was shot by the defendant while attempting 
to flee from the room where the defendant was 
standing. So that the only question which forces 
itself upon the mind of the Court i*, Was the de­ 
fendant in that sane condition of mind at the time 
the fatü shot was fired, that the law will hold him 
responsible for his acts? 
THE PLEA OF INSANITY. 
Insanity, the plea which the defense urged in this 
case, is a form of defense which has been so strained 
and abused that to mv mind it should be received 
with great caution by Court aud ju r . The dividing 
line between sanity and insanity is so close in cer­ 
tain individuals, according as they arc gauged by 
this or that rule of measurement, that we are often 
unable to tell where the cue ends and the other be­ 
gins. In Courts of justice, for the purpose of de­ 
termining the mental condition of a defendant at the 
bar of justice, every habitual and established ex­ 
pression of condition becomes competent evidence, 
and serves to show a permanent line of couduct iu 
the agent. 
CONDITION OF THE DEFENDANT’S MIND. 
With this in view testimony descriptive of the de­ 
fendant's natural character, habit* and ditqiosUion 
prior to the 12th day of June, and of defendant’s 
conduct, his manner, his general deportment and 
words uttered by him expressive of his mental con­ 
dition have been offered and received in evidence, 
from whieh alone I am compelled to deduce the fact 
whether cr not defendant was in that condition of 
mind at the time the fatal shot was fired, that the 
law will not hold him responsible for his acts. 
If 
expert testimony on this subject had been intro­ 
duced the Court would have found it* responsibili­ 
ties less, and it* conclusions mi^ht have been 
different. 
WHAT THE DEFENSE HOLD AND PLEAD. 
Tlie defense hold and plead that at the date of the 
commission of the alleged offense the defendant 
was non compog mentis. Being so circumstanced, 
ho was before the law without mental, aud thereforo 
without legal capacity to intend or to execute a 
criminal offense, because being so circumscribed he 
is a person especially exempted from penal respon­ 
sibility for any acts committed by him. The de­ 
fense further hold that the burden of proof is in 
the State to establish the sanity of the accuse# 
whenever either its own testimony or that for the 
defense raises any dcubts upon it, and cites some 
authcrities of other State* in support of the prop­ 
osition. 
(Branfoid vs. State, 12 Georgia, 142; 
Hopps vs. People, 31 Illinois, 38). Such se ms to 
be the doctrine laid down by the latest writers upon 
the subject. 
WHAT THE EVIDENCE MUST ESTABLISH. 
But however good the reasoning, however other 
Courts may hold, the contrary doctrine is held by 
the Supreme Court of our State. The latest case at 
hand is Stale vs. Rcdemoier, a new case decided in 
March last, wherein it is held that when insanity is 
raised as a defense, the fact of the existence of such 
insanity at the time of the commission of the 
offense charged must be established by evidence to 
the reasonable satisfaction of the jury, and the bur­ 
den of showing this fact rests with the defendant, 
which doctrine was laid down in the case of People 
vs. Warren Meyers, 20 Cal., 518; People vs. Coff­ 
man, 24 Cal., 230; People vs. Francis, 33 Cal., 183 ; 
People vs. McDonald, 07 Cal.. 134 ; People vs. Beil, 
49 Cal , 485 ; which is and must be the law' govern­ 
ing inferior tribunal? in this State until changed by 
our Supreme Court. 
WHERE THE BURDEN OF PROOF RESTS. 
Wherefore upou these authorities the burden of 
proof rest* with the defense. The testimony on the 
part of the defense in rnduced for the purpose of 
showing such disordered state of mind as shall ren­ 
der the defendant irresjxmsible for the crime com­ 
mitted is quite voluminous, and extends over a 
period of time from the 11th day of June to the 
26th day of July. 
SCHRODER’S MENTAL CONDITION—REVIEW OF 
THE TESTIMONY. 
In consideration of the subject of responsibilities 
of the defendant for the crime committed, it makes 
no difference whether the wife of the defendant had 
had carnal intercourse with Lefevre or not. The de­ 
fendant evidently believed she had, and prior to the 
time the defendant entertained such belief, teati- 
monjr is introduced to show that he became and was 
a changed man. Many of his associates testify that 
he has been moody, unsociable, indifferent to busi­ 
ness, and that at times he ha* given expression to 
intense sorrow, where in former times, prior to the 
12th day of June, he was a social, pleasant and 
genial companion, and often sought the companion 
snip of others. Since that day he has become mo­ 
rose, indifferent to former companionship, and that 
his duties in the hank h tve been performed in a me­ 
chanical sort of way. An indifference to the com­ 
panionship of others, a loss of animal bpirits, a loss 
of interest in business, while they may indicate a 
disordered mentality, yeta parson in such condition 
of mind is not necessarily insane. 


THE SAME EFFECTS PRODUCED BY VARIOUS 
CAUSES. 
The same iffects we have often seen manifested in 
persons, produced by different causes. Losses in 
stocks and disappointment in love, death of a loving 
and loved friend, will oftentimes produce the same 
effect* and the same symptoms. 
A loss of animal 
spirits and indifference to the companionship of 
others, and a loss of interest in business, with ex­ 
pressions at times of the nvist intense sorrow, are 
evident, yet I am forced to believe that all these 
symptoms may and do often exist and manifest 
themselves in a person when there is not the least 
degree of insanity existing. 
DOCTRINE OF INSANITY. 
The doctrine has been held, and I think is sup­ 
l i r ted by many eminent jurist?, that “ the law is 
that whether the insanity be general or partial the 
degree must have been so great as to have taken 
from him the freedom of mental action.” So that 
in determining the responsibility of the defendant, 
it i* necessary to determine, first, whether the de­ 
fendant at the time he fired the fatal shot had men­ 
tal capacity sufficient to know the nature and con­ 
sequence of the act he was committing; second, 
whether, if he did so know, he had a felonious in­ 
tent in committing this a c t; third, whether know­ 
ing the nature and consequence of the act, be had 
the power to choose between doing it and not doing 
it. To determine these questions I will revert to 
THE TESTIMONY OF THE DEFENDANT. 
lie says in one place, “ I never carried a pistol in 
my life till a week ago ” In another place he says in 
speaking of the purchasing of the first pistol: “ I 
bought it to kill that man who had wronged me.” 
And he again says : “ After I returned from the 
trip with my father, I remember walking down 
Broadway with Dr. Stebbins one day, and when wc 
got to Eighth street I looked down and thought I 
saw the man who had wronged me. I left and 
walked down rapidly. I found it was not the man 
and I came back. I hail a pistol on me that 1 bought 
at Plate’*, in San Francisco. I told the Doctor that 
I was armed. He told me I was not doing as I had 
promised—to keep the matter to ourselves. 
I 
promised to go straight home, and I went. I did 
not keep that pistol. 
1 went home, and I supj>oscd 
that my wife saw that I was agitated. 
I went to 
the Iront parlor and cut the pistof in the drawer. 
When I returned to the sitting-room my wife asked 


rash ; that I would keep what 1 knew to myself. 
I 
took the pistol with me the next morning and went 
to the bank. I knew I could not carry a pistol and 
refrain from using it. I took it back and said : ‘ 1 
bought this pistol yesterday intcuding to give it to a 
friend, but I find he has got one. Do you object to 
take it back 'f ” 
• 
DELIBERATE INTENT TO KILL LEFEVRE. 
Here is manifested a deliberate attempt to take 
the life of Lefevre at the time of buying the first 
pistol, and power of determining between right and 
wrong, with mental power sufficient to control his 
acts, in that ho returned the pistol, because, he nays, 
“ I knew I could not carry a pistol and refrain from 
using it, and therefore I returned it.” 
Up to this 
time, then, I will conclude the defendant was sane 
aud responsible for his acts. From this time up to 
the day of the shooting his general demeanor seems 
to have been about the same as it was between the 
12th day of June and the time when he first pur­ 
chased the pistol he subsequently returned. On the 
day of the shooting he performed his accustomed 
duties In the bank without attracting the special 
attention of his companions and associate clerks, 
excepting that after returning from the purchase of 
a pistol, Knight testifies : 
“ 1 noticed he was vcrv 
nervous; his hand trembled when he siood at his 
desk with his head reclining thereon.” 
Again ho says in one place: 
“ I had determined 
that he or I m int leave. I knew no rearo*1 why I 
should gr> 
My object In going to Lefovre’s office 
was to tell that nun that he must leave this country, 


and to make him apologise to the woman he had 
wronged.” 
And in answer to & question by counsel a* to why 
he had purchased the pistol the second time, he 
savs : “ I armed mvself because I knew that he 
might offer me violence, and I wauled to protect 
myself.” Here the defendaut seems to have been 
ca|)atde of reasoning and all hi* act* seem to show- 
more the intention of one who after mature delib­ 
eration had determined to take the life of his victim. 
Or, as defendant affirms, he went to compel the 
man he believed has wronged him to ask the pardon 
of the woniau he wronged and leave the country. 
If that be the line u»f reason, and I will accept it as 
such, 1 am forced to the conclusion that the defend 
ant was in such condition of mind that the law will 
hold him responsible for bis act*. 
For he say* : “ I 
did not iuteud to shoot him when 1 went there.” 
He evidently had considered the result of such an 
act and the disgrace it would entail upon his family. 
SCHRODER'S MANNER AND ACT8 NOT IRRA­ 
TIONAL. 
His manner in the room of Lefevre—all hi* acts 
are not irrational or incompatiDie with sanity. 
He 
did not do as most men would. But can the nun- 
i er cf the man be held to be only tha*. of an insane 
man? 
If the man had had no Vrong, real <r 
imaginary, to avenge, the plea of insanity mi¿ht be 
successfully urged. 
But the defendant was laboring 
under the believe that he had been most cruelly 
wronged, and hence a motive—revenge, it woul 1 
seem— prompted the act. For he says, “ In a momt-nt 
of just indignation and rage I drew my pistol and 
t hot him again until I saw him fall. 
In a moment I 
was myself again.” It seemed to my mind impos­ 
sible that unsettled reason can so suddenly, simply 
by tne discharge of a pistol, be again restored and 
the patient be himself again. I am compelled to 
hold the defendant comm ttcd the crime in a sane 
condition, aud is responsible for his act*. 
EXCUSABLE OR JUSTIFIABLE HOMICIDE. 
Thi* defense is sought to beb#sed upan thefurther 
ground of excusable homicide or justifiable homicire. 
The killing being admitted, it is claimed there was 
such a provocation offered and such a wrong suffered 
by the defendant as to warrant the defendant In tak­ 
ing human life to avenge the wrong. This argument 
was urged with so much force by counsel that I am 
compelled to notice it. The only evidence before me 
tending to show that the deceased had wronged the 
defendant is that given by the defendant. The de­ 
fendant nay* the deceased admitted that he seduced 
defendant’s wife. 
Upon this evidence I am asked 
to discharge the defendant upon the ground that the 
wrong suffered justifies the crime and upon the 
further ground that a Jury trial will not convict 
What a trial jury will or will not do it is not my 
province to divine. 
THE COURT’S DUTY. 
It i* my duty to enforce the law as I find it. Sym­ 
pathy for the dead and sentiment for the living 
must both be repressed. The law must be exe­ 
cuted, aud impartial justice administered. 
If de­ 
ceased had criminally known defendants wife, 
would that Justify the taking of bis life? The 
question is determined by 
our Code. 
Penal 
Code, Section 195, reads as follows : 
“ Section 195. Homicide is excusable In the fol­ 
lowing cases: 
“ 1. When committed by accident and misfor­ 
tune in lawfully correcting a child or servant, or in 
doitig any other lawful act by lawful means with 
usual and ordinary caution, and without any un­ 
lawful intent. 
" 2. When committed by accident and misfor­ 
tune in the heat of {taseion upon any sudden and 
sufficient provocation, or upon a sudden combat, 
when no undue advantage is taken nor any danger­ 
ous weapon is used, and when the killiug is not 
done in a cruel, unusual manner.” 
And Section 197 ia a* follows: 
“ Section 197. Homicide is also justifiable when 
committed by any person in either of the following 
cases: 
“ 1. When resisting any attempt fo murder any 
person or to commit a felony, or to do some great 
bodily injury upou any ptrson. 
“ 2. When committ d in defeuse of habitation, 
property or person against one who manifestly in­ 
tend* or endeavors, by violence or surprise, to com­ 
mit a felony, or against one who manifestly intends 
and endeavor* iu a violent, riotous or tumultuous 
manuer, to enter the habitation of another for the 
purpose’of offering violence to any person there­ 
in ; or 
3. When committed in the lawful defense of such 
person, or of a wife, husband, parent, child, master, 
mistress or servant of such person, wheu there is 
reasonable ground to apprehend a design to commit 
a felony or to d > some great bodily injury and immi­ 
nent danger of such design being accomplished ; but 
such person, or the person in whose behalf the de­ 
fense was made, if he was the assailant or engaged 
in mortal combat, must really and in good faith have 
endeai ored to decline any further struggle before the 
homicide was committed ; or when necessarily com­ 
mitted in attempting, by lawful ways and mean?, to 
apprehend any person for any feloiiy committed, or 
in lawfully suppressing any riot,cr iu lawfully keep­ 
ing and preserving the peace.” 
THESE ARE THE ENUMERATED INSTANCES 
Where qpe may kill another and be justified In do­ 
ing so. The question is, can any case stand on the 
same footing of reason and justice as these enumer­ 
ated cases do, unless defense of some sort—the pre­ 
vention of some impending and pressing wrong-— 
enters a* an element therein ? By reference to the 
sections of the Penal Code given it will be seen that 
each of them contemplated defense against imme­ 
diate and pressing danger. It is defense of self ; it 
is defense of habitation, property or person; it is 
defense against one who manifestly intends or en­ 
deavor* by violence or surprise to commit a felony 
or either: it is defense against a mob violently and 
riotously intending and endeavoring to enter one’s 
nous*' to assault or wrong sonic pereou therein ; it 
is a defense against real, imminent, impending dan 
ger; it is a defense when there i* reasonable ground 
to apprehend a design to commit a felony or to do 
some great bodily injury upon a wife, a husband, a 
parent, child, master, mistress or servant of such 
person, when there is imminent danger of such de­ 
sign being accomplished. A rwere fear of any of­ 
fense to prevent which the killing was done shall 
not justify it. The circumstances must be such as 
to excite reasonable fears in a rational mind, and the 
person killing must act under the influence of such 
fears and 


NOT IN THE SPIRIT OF REVENGE. 
Not only must it be m defense, but it must be ab­ 
solutely necessary to prevent this attack or inva­ 
sion ; and even in eelf-defense (the strongest of all 
defense) the danger must be so urgent and pressing 
at the time of the killing, that, in order to save 
o e s own life, the kiiling was absolutely necessary. 
So that our law broadly separates the act of delib­ 
erately seeking another and slaying him for past 
wrongs, however heinous they may be, from the act 
of slaving another to prevent his doing a present 
wrong immediately impending. Whatever is done 
to revenge the past, is not justifiable. 
When done 
under pressing necessity to defend life or limb, or 
wife or child, or habitation or property against fel­ 
onious attack or either, it is justifiable. The same 
ductrine is laid down in Wheaton’s Criminal Law, 
section 459, and Bishop’s Criminal Law, volume 2, 
sections 708, 711, 713. 
THE DEFENDANT NOT ADMISSIBLE TO BAIL. 
The only remlining question for me to consider 
is, Is the offense one of that character which s 
placed in the discretion of the Court to admit the 
defendant to bail ? 
Judge Yule quoted the Penal Code on the 
question, and saying that the proof of the 
guilt of the defendant was evident, and there­ 
fore he has no power to admit the defendant 
to bail. 
The defendant is held to appear before the 
Superior Court of Alameda without bail. 
SCHRODER TAKEN TO JAIL. 
Schroder was taken in charge by the Sheriff 
and removed to the County Jail.

In the county of Dallas, 
again, where there is a normal Republican 
majority of 5,000, the Democrats carry 
the county. 
In the few cases where the 
Republicans of late years have carried 
counties, they have been legislated out of 
office. 
Every'office connected in any way 
w ith the protection of the franchise has 
been wrested from the Republicans. The 
most system atic means have been resorted 
to for the purpose of preventing them from 
doing anything to check frauds. 
The 
Tribune's correspondent gives the following 
instances of the Democratic programme : 
“ In 1874 6 the Democratic Legislature

“ to $500 per annum. 
In 1S72 the Legis­

“ Court o f Bullock county, the Judges in 
“ both cases being Republicans. 
The same 
“ Legislature gave the Governor authority 
“ to appoint the City Judge of Selma, 
“ the city being Republican; abolished 
“ the 
Republican 
Board 
of 
County 
“ Commissioners of Loundes, 
M ontgom­ 
e r y , W ilcox, and many other counties; 
“ required bonds to be given by sureties 
“ in the same county as the officeholder, 
“ and so cut off Republican officials in a 
“ number of black counties from acting as 
“ inspectors of election ; and repealed the 
“ provision requiring certain county offi- 
“ cials to make up the jury lists. 
The ef- 
“ fect of this legislation has been virtually 
“ to exclude all Republicans from office, 
“ and to hand over the control of the State 
“ and the municipalities to the Bourbon 
“ m inority.” 
This is the way the freedom 
of the ballot has been secured in Alabama, 
and this is how a Democratic majority cf 
50,000 is obtained in that State. 
Nothing 
is easier than to make a State solid for one 
faction if that faction is resolved to tram­ 
ple law and justice under foot, and to make 
a mockery of fr-e institutions. General 
Hancock has followed the platform of his 
party in professing reverence for a free bal­ 
lot. 
Does any sane man doubt his- famili­ 
arity with the methods which have been 
and are being pursued to secure a solid 
S ou th ? 


e a st e r n gold m in e s. 


There appears to be a mining epidemic 
breaking out in the Eastern States. 
Dis­ 
coveries, or alleged discoveries, of pre­ 
cious metals, are being continually made in 
hitherto unexpjeted parts, and it is pos­ 
sible that a gold fever such as sw ept over 
the Pacific Coast tw enty years ago may lie 
impending on the Atlantic side. 
The 
strong probability, however, is that the 
majority of the mining discoveries an­ 
nounced are illusory, and this suspicion 
rests upon tw o 
circumstances, the first 
being the fact that no geological surveys 
have heretofore given indications of any 
such deposits, and the second being the 
fact that ail these alleged discoveries arc 
being utilized by the sw ift organization of 
companies. 
When we reflect that within 
the past year there has been an unprece­ 
dented migration of California street and 
curbstone brokers to New York, moieover, 
and that these gentry have as yet failed to 
secure the expected footing for Pacific 
Coast mines, we are led to suspect that 
some of the new discoveries may be in 
the nature of the famous diamond fields 
which had so singular a history a few years 
ago. 
The formation of companies is indeed 
the most ominous phase of the new in­ 
vestm ent, for it points to a shrewd and 
c iul-blooded elem ent of speculation in the 
back-ground, waiting to take advantage of 
popular folly. 
Thus far, however, the 
Eastern public do not seem to have jumped 
at the golden hait very eagerly. The truth 
is that 
the gloomy 
condition of 
the 
Comstock for so long a period has dis­ 
couraged investors, and made mitie3 a drug 
in the market. 
Then, 
too, the East­ 
ern 
capitalist 
class 
has 
its 
eye- 
teeth 
cut. 
It 
has 
seen 
a 
good 
deal 
and 
heard 
a 
good 
deal 
about 
mining 
speculation, 
and 
it 
perhaps holds back until it can get some­ 
thing more satisfactory than fire assays or 
proofs of that caliber. 
No doubt there are 
plenty of people iu the East who could be 
persuaded to drop their money on plaus­ 
ible swindles if the general excitem ent 
should rise high, for in such cases even 
shrewd men get carried away, and lose 
their heads. 
But the bootn is evidently 
hard to start, and enthusiasm does not 
grow 
fast in the Atlantic soil. 
It will 
take more puffing than is necessary in Cal­ 
ifornia to get up anything like a furore 
about Eastern mines. 


THE 
SCHRODER 
CASS. 


.1 udge Yule yesterday committed Schroder 
to answer the charge of murder in the first 
degree, without bail. 
It is said that the 
prisoner has applied to the Supreme Court 
for a writ of habeas corpus. 
The decision 
of the magistrate who held the preliminary 
examination is 
certainly the only one 
which he could safely have arrived at. 
Tne testim ony sufficiently indicated that 
the case was not one to be dealt with sum 
marily, even bad not the magnitude of the 
crjmc pointed out the necessity for a 
thorough adjudication of the matter. 
If 
Schroder is to bo liberated eventually on 
the plea that he was laboring under tem ­ 
porary insanity, the responsibility for bis 
release ought to rest upon tw elve men, and 
not upon one. 
The application for the writ 
of habeas corpus is a strange proceeding 
under tho circumstances, and suggests the 
idea that counsel for the defense have not 
yet begun to realize the true nature of the 
impression produced upon the public mind 
by this tragedy and the succeeding revela­ 


tions. 


Alabama has led off the Southern pro­ 
gramme, hut all the other Southern States 
are preparing to follow. 
Take South Caro­ 
lina for example. 
Iu a free election she 
would unquestionably give a Republican 
majority, for the majority of her voters are 
Republicans. 
But it is thoroughly under­ 
stood that South Carolina is to go for Han­ 
cock, and the measures now being taken to 
insure this outcBme can be traced without 
the least difficulty.

published in the county, called The People, 
went Btill further. 
It said : 
“ There is 
“ one lesson the Republicans of this State 
“ have not y et learned. 
The sooner they 
“ know a n l becomo reconciled to the in ­ 
e v it a b le the better it will be for them. 
“ It is this : 
The Democrats have ob­ 
t a in e d control of tho State of 
South 
“ Carolina, and they intend to retain it at 
“ every hazard, and in spite of the utmost 
“ efforts 
of 
local 
enemies 
and 
their 
“ Northern allies.” 
And this journal, too, 
called upon the rifle clubs and Red Shirt 
Leagues to attend the Republican m eet­ 
ing. 
There is but one possible conclu­ 
sion from all this. 
It is that bulldozing 
is to be the rule of the campaign iu 
the 
South. 
Already, 
in 
Missouri, a 
Union flag has been 
pulled down and 
torn to pieces. 
In Mississippi a federal 
official lias been driven from the State 
for venturing to support the Republican 
cause. 
In South Carolina, as we have 
shown, 
bulldozing is iu full blast. 
In 
Alabama an election has just been carried 
by that process. 
And while the Southern 
bullies and murderers are stamping' out 
freedom all 
around them, the National 
Democratic party and 
its candidate for 
the I’residcncy coolly declare that “ the 
“ right to a free ballot is the right pre­ 
s e r v a tiv e of all rights, and must and

WHY

It has been suggested that General Gar­ 
field might with equal propriety and use­ 
fulness take the stump, and give his party 
and tho country the advantage of his elo­ 
quence and mastery of living issues. 
The 
only objection that has been or can I* 
urged against this proposition is the asser­ 
tion that it would somehow be undignified 
for a candidate for the l'residency to take 
an active part in the canvass. 
But the 
fact is that no precedent of this kind has 
been established. 
On the contrary, sev­ 
eral Presidential candidates have partici­ 
pated in the canvass, and it has never been 
pretended that they injured themselves in 
the popular estimation by the course they 
took. 
Clay, Douglas, Seymour, Greeley, 
all took the stump when they were candi­ 
dates. 
Then why not Garfield 7 
It fre­ 
quently happens that the candidate is not 
a fluent speaker, in which case it is no 
doubt best that he should be silent. 
But 


General Garfield is a statesman and orator 
of a high order. 
No man in the country is 
better versed in the issues which are in 
controversy. 
H e has been an active agent 
in all the important national legislation 
since the rebellion. 
H e is in no danger of 
misconceiving or treating unskillfully any 
of the subjects before the people. 
A few 
speeches such as he could make would em­ 
phasize the breadth of the distinction be­ 
tween the candidates, and show the coun­ 
try still more clearly the need of a trained 
intelligence at the head of affairs. 
Nohody 
expects Hancock to take the stump, for 
everybody understands that he could not 
do it. 
In the first place he cannot speak 
iu public, and in the second place he would 
not know what to speak about. 
It has 
indeed been alleged as a reason w hy Gar­ 
field should not take the stump, that if 
elected he w ill be a non-partisan President, 
and that therefore he ought not to identify 
himself 
with 
party 
now. 
W ith due 
courtesy 
be 
it 
said, 
this 
objection 
strikes us as ridiculous. 
It is true that 
in theory a President is the President of 
the whole country, 
but it is not true 
that there has ever been a non-partisan 
President. 
The Executive m ust in the 
nature of things stand for the policy of one 
of the great parties. 
That policy must 
control his administration. 
And since 
every candidate for the Presidency must 
be a partisan before he can get the nomina­ 
tion, and must be a partisan after he is 
elected, we fail to perceive any valid reason 
for objection to his proclaiming the politi­ 
cal faith that is in him during the canvass. 
General Garfield could be very useful to 
himself and his party in the field. 
H is 
presence in the campaign would add vigor 
and enthusiasm to it. 
H is utterances 
would serve as rallying cries for his friends 
and followers. 
H is 'popularity would be 
increased by such a manifestation of his 
oratorical power. 
W e can see nothing to 
counterbalance the advantages to be de­ 
rived from his participation in the canvass.

THE 
CAUSES 
OF 
THE 
DISASTER. 


Details of the Afghan disaster are very 
slow in arriving. 
Thus far it is only 
known that General Burrows had cut loose 
from liia supports and offered battle to 
Ayoob Khan despite the fact that the lat- 
ter’s forces outnumbered his own three to 
one. 
It seems also that a part of the Brit­ 
ish force, consisting of Afghan cavalry, 
deserted to Ayoob while the battle was 
being fought. 
In any event the British 
detachm ent was routed, and half its num­ 
ber were left on the field, dead or wounded ; 
and as the Afghans do nqfc give quarter, 
every wounded man must be counted as 
dead. 
Blame is laid apon the Commander- 
in-Chief, who is evidently not popular. 
The fault may have been partly his, but 
the presumption is that General Burrows 
was acting upon his own responsibility, 
and that he deserves the largest share of 
censure. 
The effect, however, has been to 
discredit all the Generals in the field, and 
a cry is being raised for Sir Garnet Wolse- 
ley. 
If he is sent out it is to be hoped 
that he will not again have his hands tied, 
as was the case in South Africa, where he 
was compelled to look on while Lord 
Chelmsford 
blundered 
and 
destroyed 
armies, instead of putting that incapable 
officer in the rear, and doing what he alone 
knew how to do thoroughly. 


GLADSTONES ILLNESS. 


The sudden and serious illness of Mr. 
( .ladstone has naturally alarmed England, 
aad though he appears to be out of danger 
uow it is intim ated that he will probably 
be uuable to attend iu the House of Com­ 
mons again during the present session. 
11 is absence at such a juncture must be 
exceedingly unfortunate for the Govern­ 
ment, for there never was a time when it 
needed all its energies and talents more 
urgently. 
The Afghan disaster, the Greek 
frontier embarrassment, 
the Irish land 
problem, 
the 
South African difficulty, 
home and Indian finances, and a score of 
less grave matters, are pressing for settle­ 
ment, and cannot be postponed or tempor­ 
ized with. 
The Opposition w ill not have 
any mercy upon a crippled 
Ministry, 
moreover. 
The Earl of Bcaconsfield will 
lose no opportunity of embarrassing the 
Government, and the Home Rulers will as 
usual exhibit their perverseness in the 
most irritating and 
aggravating ways. 
Mr. Gladstone has selected a peculiarly 
unlucky time for his illness, aud it is quite 
possible that if it incapacitates him for 
public business for any length of time it 
may be the means of wrecking his ad­ 
ministration.

MILITARY 
ENCAMPMENT 
GOiSIP. 


In several items mention has been made of 
steps being taken to secure a military en­ 
campment in Sacramento this summer. 
It 
was particularly desirable, because of the for­ 
mation of the new artillery regiment, which is 
very fully recruited up, and because the First 
Regiment from San Francisco desires to 
camp with the artillery command. 
The 
State Agricultural Society expressed a de-ire 
to have the encampment held during Fair 
week, and within the bounds of Agricultural 
Park. 
It'cently, however, matteis 
have 
taken another turn, and these appear to he 
the tacts as the case now stands. 
The Artil­ 
lery Regiment— rat least many of its promi­ 
nent memliers (tnd one full company has 
voted on it already)—oppose an encampment 
here this year, on these ground-: 
“ When the camp was held at Richmond 
Grove, the Agricultural Society complained 
that it was a counter attraction. 
Now the 
society wishes the camp held in Agri -ultural 
I’ark to act as an attraction direct. 
But an 
encampment there will expose the men to heat 
and dust, with no shade of any kind. An en­ 
campment held here by local companies can­ 
not be a school for instruction, as the men 
have to 
leave the camp 
so 
frequently 
to attend to 
business 
of their employ­ 
ers, which in that week is pressing. 
The 
State now allows $2 50 {>er mile each way 
1 er company for 
travel 
to and 
from 
the camp of the regiment, and the regiment 
g* ts $2,000 in addition to aid it in holding an 
encampment. 
These sums will enable the 
companies to go to the -easide, where the 
men can be placed in reality in a “ School of 
Instruction,” which is the object the law 
aims at in ordering 
encampments. 
Tne 
guardsmen are anxious fora week’s rest from 
business, and a trip to the seashore aDd saline 
breezes, and it is therefore proposed that the 
regiment shall go to Monterey, Santa Cruz or 
Pacific Grove Retreat, as may he determined 
upon. 
The First Regiment »f Infantry says 
it will go wherever the Artillery Regi&erit 
d -es, but it is not deemed probable that it 
would consent to camp at Agricultural Park, 
and if that is agreed on it will probably go 
off by itself to Santa Cruz.” These are 
the (joints 
made 
by 
those 
who 
de­ 
sire 
the 
camp 
to 
be 
made 
at the 
seaside: 
They 
say, 
if 
agreed 
upon, 
that it should be held the last of August or 
the first week in September. 
The officers of 
the regiment will meet with the State Board 
of Agriculture to-morrow to consult about 
the situation. 
A t present it appears that the 
seaside men have a large majority for their 
plan. The other side of the case is put thus: 
Three of the companies come from abroad, 
anyhow, and are conteut to come to Sacra­ 
mento. 
The er.campmont should be held in 
Fair week, as it is a pleasure to the visi'ors 
of that week and places the guardsmen under 
constant criticism of the assembled multi­ 
tudes. 
It i- the duty of the guardsmen to 
do all they can to make the State Fair dis­ 
plays attractive, and to encourage a large at­ 
tendance 
at 
these 
annual 
expositions. 
To all this the guardsmen reply that they 
will not consent to lie made a show of in Ag­ 
ricultural Park ; that it is too much to ask 
the few men in the companies to sacrifice so 
much time with ut compensating results and 
pleasures ; that if the camp is held outside 
the Park if will be as it was claimed it was 
last year, an absolute detriment to the Agri­ 
cultural Society. 
This is a fair (.tatemen, of 
both sides of the question and presents all 
the facts. 
But it Bhould be added that the 
artillery officers are about to communicate 
with the outside companies, and ascertaiu 
what they think about the matter. 


Tanner’s Fast. • 
N ew Y ork, August 3d.—Dr.'Tanner has 
experienced no nausea since midnight, and 
his face altogether is pinched and drawn, 
and his eyes look restive. 
His temper is 
irritable, and the crowd of spectators annoy 
him. 
The usual drive failed to benefit him, 
and he says ho will give up going out until 
the end of the £ast. 
During the morning he 
drank at intervals less than half a pint of 
Croton and mineral water. 
He is now in the 
thirty-seventh day.

N ew Y ork, August 3d.—Dr. Tanner read 
his mail at 4 o’clock, and over some quser 
letters he had a good laugh. 
He then dozed 
until G o’clock, when lie vomited Effemall 
quantity of matter. Soon after he got up and 
went to get shaved, four watchers following 
him to the barber’s shop. 
After an hour's 
absence the party returned to the hall, and 
the Doctor said he felt first rate. 
He looked 
much stronger than previously. 
A t 7:40 in 
the evening the Doctor had another attack of 
nausea, aud vomited a small quantity of 
frothy liquid devoid of bile. 
He passed the 
time between this and 9 o’clock receiving vis­ 
itors, all of whom weie asked to retire as soon 
as they got a good look at h ip . 
He com­ 
plained of the annoyance of being stared at. 
Between 8 and 9 o'clock be drank an ounce of 
spring water, and entered into a discussion as 
to the genuineness of the Dr. Sims cable from 
Paris, which Dr. Hammond considers bogus. 
A t 9 o’clock he retired for the night. A t mid­ 
night he was apparently in a souud sleep.

They and their outfit in many re 
spects answer to the description of young 
Bender’s party and outfit. 
They were dis­ 
charged and soon departed.

der party between Crescent and Council 
Bluffs last evening, as he was on his way 
home to this city. 
He informed Sheriff Guy, 
and to-day Riley left for Crescent again to 
make a search.

000 yearly. 
This is in accordance with the 
will of Harriet Mellon, Duchess of St. A l­ 
bans, who bequeathed her property to Miss 
Angelia, now Baroness Burdett Coutts, pro­ 
viding that if she married au alieii or a nat­ 
uralized subject her interest in Coutts’ Bank 
and other property should cease.

The artillery and

of the enemy appeared, formed in line of bat­ 
tle, with seven regiments of regulars in 
the center, three others in reserve, 
two 
thousand cavalry on the right, four hundred 
cavalry 
and 
two thousand irregular in­ 
fantry on the left, aud other cavalry and 
irregulars in the reserve, aud five or six bat­ 
teries of guns, including one of breech-load­ 
ers, the total force being 12,000. The ground 
was slightly undulating. 
The enemy were 
posted in the best position. 
Until 1 o’clock 
m the afternoon the action was confined 
to 
artillery 
fire, 
which 
was 
so 
well 
sustained 
aud 
directed 
by the enemy 
that our superior Armament failed to compen­ 
sate for the inferior number of guns. 
After 
the rifle fire began our breech-loaders told, 
but a vigorous advance of cavalry against our 
left aud of Ghazis along the front caused 
the native infantry to fall back in confusion 
on the Sixty-sixth Regiment, abandoning 
two guns. 
Our formation being lost, the in­ 
fantry retreated slowly, in spite cf the gal­ 
lant efforts of General Burrows to rally 
them, and were cut off from the cavalry and 
artillery. 
This was at 3 o’clock in the after­ 
noon, and the camp followers and baggage 
were striking towards Candahar, 
After a 
severe fight iu inclosed ground, General Bur­ 
rows succeeded in extricating the infantry 
and brougnt them into lire, 
in the retreat 
no effort-* woul 1 turn the fugitives £roin the 
main road, which is without water at this 
season of the year, and thus a majority of 
the casualties occurred from men falling from 
thirst and exhaustion. 
The enemy’s pursuit 
continued to Within ten miles from Candahar, 
but was not vigorous. 
The cavalry and artil­ 
lery, 
with a few infantry, reached 
the 
banks of 
the 
river 
Argandale, 
forty 
miles 
from 
the scene of action, 
at 7

morning, 
many 
cot having tasted water since the urevious 
morning. 
Nearly all of our ammunition was 
lost, as also were 1,100 rifles and two nine- 
pounder guns. Our loss is estimated : Killed

The Clille-Peruvlun W ar—How a Chilean 
Transport w as B low n Fp. 
N ew Y o rk , August 3d.—The Panama Star 
a td Herald of July 2'2d has a story of the 
loss of the Chilean transport Loa in Callao 
bay. A Peruvian officer constructed a launch, 
put a torpedo into it, and over this placed a 
false bottom resting on springs, kept down by 
the weightrof the cargo, then loaded it with 
a very choice assortment of fruits, and tow­ 
ing it out into the blockading squadron be­ 
fore daylight, set it adrift. 
A ll day it floated 
about, but toward evening, fearing it would 
fall into neutral hands, a boat was sent out to 
being it hack. 
The Loa, seeing a boat from 
shore making toward a neutral vessel, caught 
sight of the launch and turned toward it. 
The Loa lowered two boats, brought the 
launch alongside, and the discharging com­ 
menced. 
As the weight in the launch di­ 
minished the machinery in connection with 
the torpedo was set free, and in a moment 
three hundred pouuds of dynamite were 
exploded. 
The 
Loa 
was almost 
lifted 
out of the water, and appeared in a m*e* of 
flame, which resolved itself into dense clouds 
of smoke. 
YYhen this cleared away tiie ves­ 
sel seemed not to have suffered, but suddenly 
she went down by the stern and disappeared. 
Ships of war anil non-combatants quickly 
lowered boats and picked up about forty men 
struggling in the water, of whom, it is prob 
able, many will die. 
A t lea-t 150 men (>er- 
iihed. Tiie only officers saved are the Second 
Commander (wounded), the Doctor and one 
engineer. 
Every house in Callao was shaken 
to the foundation by the explosion, and every 
ship in the bay shivered, as if by a feartui 
earthquake.

Not satis­ 
fied with the judgment, Mayo appealed to 
the Superior Court, which appeal is still 
pending—aud at the same time Mayo still re­ 
fused to abate the nuisance and allowed it 
to continue. 
For this he was again arrested, 
and this time defendant demanded a jury. 
Yesterday the case was called and a jury im­ 
paneled. 
City Attorney W. A. Anderson 
conducted the prosecution, and J. W. Arm­ 
strong and I. S. Brown appeared for defend­ 
ant. 
The case occupied the attention of the 
Court the entire day and was closely con­ 
tested, and many important questions of law 
in relation to nuisances presented. 
The 
jury, at the close cf argumeuts of counsel, 
returned a verdict of guilty, defendant to ap­ 
pear to-morrow at 10 A. u. for judgment. 
The defense was, that as the ground is in the 
Condition and formation as left by nature, the 
defendant wa3 
not responsible for water 
standing upon it, and authorities were co­ 
piously cited to sustain this view. This, 
however, does not avail when a statute or 
ordinance expressly establishes as law the 
contrary. The result in this case will no 
doubt prompt many others to act without 
compulsion when notified by the authorities.
